AURORA, Colo, ftfl—’Three crew 
members was killed and a fourth 
was critically injured today when 
a twin-engined B25 bomber failed 
on a takeoff and crashed into a 
wheat field less than a mile east 
of Lowry Air Force Base. 
Lowry officials declined to re­ 
lease names until the next of kin 
had been notified. There were only 
four men aboard the Air Force 
plane which was £ased at Lowry. 
The plane crashed near a dense­ 
ly populated area on the outskirts 
of Denver, but in the vacated 
field. The nearest buildings were 
several blocks from the crash site, 
a mile southeast of Denver, and 
less than a mile south of Aurora.

He said he recognized that the 
Russians still do not ha’ e con.i- 
dence in the peaceful intentions of 
the West, especially the Americans, 
but also pointed out that the 
Americans do not havt confidence 
in the Russians.

President Sukarno warned today 
that the United States must put 
morr emphasis on economic and 
political assistance for free na­ 
tions or face "bitterness, disillu­ 
sionment, and strained relations." 
In a ringing speech

bluntly that “Military aid is nc 
substitute for Asian stability” for 
it makes nations more ‘‘dependent 
upon America” and reduces their 
values as "partners in the univer­ 
sal struggle for liberty.” 
"We will accept with the great-, 
est appreciation any 
assistance 
that may come to us from what­ 
ever quarter it may come,”

declared. 
"But we are deter­ 
mined that no material advantage 
will buy from us any part of our 
hard won freedom.” 
Sukarno pleaded with the cheer­ 
ing congressmen to

South Must Be Understood 


No national issues in years has stirred 
feeling in the South like the U. S. 
Supreme Court’s desegregation ruling. 
Being among the people down here now, 
it seems that the only way this problem 
can be settled in the Southern states is 
through a gradual process. While most 
people feel that desegregation is even­ 
tually inevitable the attempt to hurry 
up the process by law would appear to 
be a big mistake. 
It is somewhat difficult to obtain the 
teal feeling of the people. The whites 
are more willing to discuss the subject 
than the Negroes and appear to disap­ 
prove the desegregation in the schools 
about three to one. Southern Negroes 
seem pretty well divided between those 
who disapprove of the court's decision 
or are undecided, and those who favor 
the desegregation. 
Many Negroes feel 
that the issue is bringing trouble on 
their shoulders and believe that the less 
said about it the better. 
■ 
A Virginia psychiatrist said recently 
that the admission made of Negroes in 
Virginia mental hospitals is more than 
double the 1914 rate, while the rate of 
white admissions is only about a third 
higher. The period of uncertainty and 
close segregation parallels the increase 
In the rate of Negroes admitted in the 
state hospitals of Virginia for mental 
disorders, r. David C. Wilson goes on to 
say that this preponderance of mental 
disease in the Negro population in Vir­ 
ginia is due to segregation and the per­ 
iod of uncertainty accompanying culture 
change. 
Dr. Wilson pointed out that forty years 
ago Negro and white families lived 
across the street from each other in Vir­ 
ginia, the children played with each 
other and adult Negroes worked in white 
homes or on the farm. The Negro had a 
place which was honorable and respect­ 
ed but admittedly inferior. In spite of 
the improved economic condition of so 
many Negroes today, Dr. Wilson noted, 
he is more segregated now than forty 


years ago and while his culture was fix­ 
ed, he has no status as he moves from a 
culture of his own into a white culture. 
Writing in the May issue of Reader’s 
Digest under the subject of “A Letter to 
the North,” William Faulkner warns all 
the organizations and groups which 
would force desegregation on the South 
by legal process and declares "stop now 
for a moment, you have shown the 
Southerner what you can do and what 
you will do if necessary; give him a 
space in which to get his breath and 
assimilate that knowledge; to look about 
and see that (1) nobody Is going to 
force desegregation on him from the out­ 
side; (2) that he himself faces an obsol- 
scence in his own land which only he can 
cure . . 
This expresses well the senti­ 
ment of many people I have talked to 
about the problem — practically all say 
that the process must be a gradual one. 
There are, of eoprse, a lot of die-hards 
who cannot believe desegregation will 
ever work in the South. 
The North Carolina state legislature 
passed what they called “The\ assign­ 
ment act” last year which puts the m at­ 
ter of assigning pupils to schools In the 
hands of local school boards. The Tar­ 
heel Attorney General, William Rodman, 
Jr., in a recent statement is quoted in 
the Charlotte Observer as saying “we 
are going to obey the law but in so say­ 
ing that we know that there are factual 
conditions which justify the system of 
education.” 
He added that there are 
factors other than race and that his 
state was not attempting to evade the 
law. 
Very few' people outside of Dixie really 
understand the problem with which the 
Southern people have been confronted 
because of their historical relationship 
with the Southern Negoes. It behooves 
all people in the other parts of the coun­ 
try to make an effort to understand the 
position in which the people in the South 
find themselves and to realize that the 
problem Is far more than a legal one.

mitted Critz. 
Representative J a m e s Rich­ 
ards (D-SC.I, chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, 
de­ 
fended the proposal. 
"This is a decision 
that

have to accept not only in Japan 
but in other places of the world,” 
said Richards. 
"I know it isn't 
an easy decision, or one that we 
want to make. 
But it is a case 
of the lesser of evils, whether we 
like it or not

Duties ot Assessor 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This Is the 
second of a series of stories 
prepared by the State Associa­ 
tion of County 
Assessors of 
California to acquaint Califor­ 
nia residents with the duties 
and responsibilities of county 
assessors and the s e r v i c e s 
which are available 
through 
their county assessors. 
It Is 
being presented by The Desert 
Sun because of reassessments 
made in this area and in oth­ 
er parts of Riverside county. 
With the exception of the cost 
of operating his own office, your 
county assessor has no responsi­ 
bility for government or fiscal 
expenditures and the 
ultimate 
tax rate. 
The assessor Is not concerned 
with the amount of the total 
budget or the total amount to be 
raised by property taxation. The 
assessor's prime duty is to place 
a value on all taxable property 
that is uniform throughout the 
county and uniform with other 
county assessments and those of 
the State Board of Equalization. 
The m atter of inter-c o u n t y 
equalization is of more impor­ 
tance to you. the taxpayer, than 
any other feature of his work. 
The law requires that all prop­ 
erty shall be assessed at its full 
cash value. The courts have de­ 
fined this as "the amount at 
which 
property 
would 
be re­ 
ceived on a just debt from a sol­ 
vent debtor.” This has been uni­ 
formly interpreted as something 
less than the current m arket val­ 
ue because property actually is 
as fluid as money. 
Your assessor plays a star role 
in establishing and maintaining 
this equity. 
For example: If the assessor 
were to assess all property in the 
county at 50 per cent of market 
value one year and the next year 
boost this to 100 per cent of mar­ 
ket value and budget making 
bodies fixed identical values for 
each year, every taxpayer would 
pay exactly the same amount of 
taxes for those two years, but in 
the second year, the tax rate 
would be half of that for the 
first year. 
If the assessor were to assess 
part of the property at 50 per 
cent and the rest at 100 per cent 
in one year, those taxpayers be­ 
ing assessed at 100 per cent 
w o u l d be paying twice the 
amount of tax because of this 
inequitable assessm ent practice. 
Consequently, 
by maintaining 
an equitable method of assess­ 


m ent, the amount at which prop­ 
erty is assessed in no way chang­ 
es the amount of taxes every 
taxpayer m ust pay. 
In determining these values, 
the a s s e s s o r s collect large 
amounts of sales data, building 
cost data, and use all standard 
approaches to valuation in arriv­ 
ing at the ultim ate total property 
value for each taxpayer. 
These 
aid in equalization of assessment 
not only within a county but tend 
to further inter-county equaliza­ 
tion. 
While the county assessor Is 
assessing all privately-o w n e d 
property in the county, the State 
Board of Equalization is assess­ 
ing all inter-county utility prop­ 
erties t h r o u g h o u t the state. 
Again, if the same ratio of as­ 
sessments is -not used by both 
the local assessor and the State 
Board of Equalization, one of 
these two classes of property 
owners will be paying an unfair 
share of the tax burden. 
Tax 
representatives 
for the 
utility 
companies are just as alert to 
request reduction of assessments 
for their holdings as are local 
taxpayers if they feel there Is an 
inequitable assessment on their 
property. 
• 
Your 
assessor 
is 
constantly 
aw are of these situations and 
conditions and endeavors to keep 
assessments 
equalized 
between 
the taxpayers in their counties 
and in equity with the assess­ 
ments of the 
State 
Board of. 
Equalization and other counties. 
State law requires that the 
State Board of Equalization meet 
on the first Monday of August 
to review all county assessments 
to insure equity between coun­ 
ties. 
If a county is found to be 
unreasonably low, the S t a t e 
Board of Equalization has the 
constitutional duty and power to 
direct the auditor of /-hat county 
to raise the assessments on all 
classes of property to equalize 
them 
with 
other 
c o u n t i e s 
throughout the State. 
Your county assessor is fully 
cognizant that many state funds 
are distributed on the basis of 
assessed valuation; that welfare 
aid is governed by assessed val­ 
uation as well as exemptions to 
veterans and therefore, 
he is 
con’inually 
striving 
for 
better 
inter-county equalization.

FAITH IN THE future of Palm 
Springs is positively reflected in 
the plan of Irwin Schuman, own­ 
er of the Chi Chi. Starting this 
summer, th* Chi Chi will hav* 
Its Starlite Room enlarged at a 
cost of $100,009; Its kitchen made 
larger at a cost of $45,000, and 
the bakery improved to the tune 
of $20,000—for a total of $165,000. 
I remember when Irwin Schu­ 
m an created the Starlite Room 
as it js today and there wer* 
skeptics who looked with askance 
at the man. 
Today it is about 
the largest auditorium from a 
standpoint of seating capacity in 
Palm Springs.

At 
the same time he also wishes to 


enclose the patio. 
There are many, even among 
his competitors who believe that 
Ruby has a non-conforming right 
to do so. But the City Fathers. I 
understand, and rightfully so, de­ 
clare that if he touches th* place 
alteration-wise, he must then prc^ 
vide parking space for his pa­ 
trons. 
Well, he has never had 
any parking space. 
Why sad­

Some misOnderstanding of tbf 
school bus lsw is indicated by the 
actions of many motorists when 
approaching a stopped school bus 
on the highway says the Califor 
nia Highway Patrol. 
‘“The law requires motorists to 
stop only when the school bus is 
stopped and the red lights are 
flashing,” stated Patrol Commis­ 
sioner B. R. Caldwell. "If the sun 
is in a position to make the lights 
difficult to observe, it is well to 
slow down until you csn discern 
the status of the lights. 
"It is not necessary to stop If the 
school bus is standing and the red 
lights are not flashing. It is ad­ 
visable, however, in the latter sit­ 
uation, to approach the bus at a 
controlled speed and be prepared 
for a quick stop if some child 
should 
unexpectedly run across 
the highway without wsrning 
The'cooperation of every motor­ 
ist Is needed to provide maximum 
safety to children who use the 
buses.” Caldwell said. "Motorists 
who stop on the highway when not 
required to do so usually cause 
their cars to become hazards re­ 
sulting in rear end collisions and 
other traffic conditions leading to 
possible accidents.
